BUYING OR SELLING A HOME?

WEST BAY residents were evacuated from their 
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homes overnight on Friday as the Dorset coast was hit 
by yet more severe weather. 

Military personnel were called in to help people es¬ 
cape the storms on Friday night and Saturday morn¬ 
ing, as a pub, hotel and school were turned into 
emergency refuge centres for residents to take shelter. 

Persistent heavy rain and hurricane force winds cre¬ 
ated giant waves that laid siege to the coastline as West 
Bay once again felt the full force of the storms. 

Emergency services and council staff had been out 
earlier on Friday evening alerting residents living near 
the seafront, whose properties were under threat of 
flooding and structural damage. 

Transport and medical assistance were provided as 
people fled the violent storm surge, which lasted until 
around 2am.

Nigel has his own horticultural business and 
is well-known in the local area for his involve¬ 
ment and success at many flower shows, par¬ 
ticularly for his vegetable entries. 


• HOW did you get into horticulture? 

I got into horticulture working at Blossom Hill Nurs¬ 
eries in Uplyme.Walt Keeleyand Roy and Anne Kee- 
ley took me under their wing. I knew this was the 
path I would take from the age of 10 years old. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

I enjoy meeting people and trying to create a garden 
that suits customers'needs. Also, I try to inspire peo¬ 
ple to grow plants for show and pleasure. It's great 
being outdoors when the weather is good and 
you're working with nature. 

• YOUR family's vegetable entries have swept 
the board at local flower shows... what are your 
top tips? 

My top tips are use high quality seeds and composts, 
this will give you the best results. Join a society, such 
as the National Vegetable Society, or your local hor¬ 
ticultural society and, above all, ask questions when 
you can. You can always learn something new. 

• WHAT are the easiest and hardest things to 
grow? 

This is quite difficult because some people have the 
knack of growing things and other people find it dif¬ 
ficult. Easy plants to grow are annual bedding plants, 
such as French of African marigolds. Also, mustard 
cress is easy for children starting out in gardening. 
More difficult vegetables to grow to a high standard 
of showing purposes are long leeks, large onions 
from seed and potatoes that have to be uniform size 
and shape - this takes some skill and practice. 

• ARE you a member of any local groups? 

I am a member of Uplyme and Lyme Regis Horticul¬ 
tural Society, Axminster Allotment and Leisure Gar¬ 
deners and I help with their show and stand at Axe 
Vale Festival. I belong to Plant Heritage (Dorset), the 
Royal Horticultural Society and National Vegetable 
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Society, and I'm a life-member of the Royal Dahlia 
Society. I'm also involved in raising money for Help 
For Heroes, mainly by giving lectures on growing 
vegetables and donating my fees to the charity. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I enjoy writing poetry for pleasure. I also have four 
ferrets, which I use to go ferreting. I am also inter¬ 
ested in local life and what goes on in and around 
Lyme Regis. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

The mix of people, the change of seasons and also 
the views of the coastline and looking back out to 
Uplyme at the views over the countryside. We must 
never take this for granted. 


• WHAT do you think the town is missing? 

I think the big thing that is missing in Lyme Regis is 
the lack of affordable housing for young people. De¬ 
velopers should be made to build smaller houses at 
low cost and not rely on housing associations to run 
the housing market after they have creamed all the 
profits and left the town. A new policy needs to be 
put in place for this from central government. 

# WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

This is difficult but I would by any ground that came 
available to build houses for young people to buy at 
low cost. After this, I would plough the money back 
into building more houses.Therefore, young people 
of the town could live here. They may never get the 
chance to buy a house here in Lyme Regis. 


• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

My wife, of course, Sir Gillean Prance and my dentist, 
Monica Symes.

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Pub for sale as community asset 


A HISTORIC pub in Marshwood has been 
put up for sale and could be purchased by 
the local community. 

The Bottle Inn is listed as an asset of 
community value by West Dorset District 
Council and was put on the market by its 
owners last week. 

Under the rules of the Localism Act 2011, 
there will be a period of six weeks during 
which time the owners cannot sell the pub. 

In the meantime, a voluntary or commu¬ 
nity body can register its intention to bid 
for the property.

Should a group come forward, they 
would be given a further six months to pre¬ 
pare a bid and raise funds. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council, 
Robert Gould, said community assets were 
recognised by the council as “places that 
have an important role in local life”. 

The Bottle Inn was named Pub of the 
Year by the West Dorset branch of the 
Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA) earlier 
this month, but has been closed and re¬ 


opened on numerous occasions in recent 
years as ownership has repeatedly changed 
hands. 

Licensee Nigel Blake, who has been run¬ 
ning the pub with his wife Chrissy since 
August 2012, says he is hopeful that com¬ 
munity ownership will finally protect the 
pub from commercial interests. 

He said: “The owners have decided to put 
it up for sale, which is the outcome we 
were hoping for. It means it will now be of¬ 
fered to the community first - we felt this 
was the only way it could be protected. Too 


many pubs are being turned into supermar¬ 
kets and too many are being taken away 
from the villages. This means it can only 
ever be a pub.” 

The Bottle Inn dates back to 1585, and 
following their recent award, was de¬ 
scribed by a CAMRA spokesman as “the 
perfect English country pub”, with a 
“friendly” and “relaxed” manner. 

Mr Blake added: “The pub has a bad his¬ 
tory with owners and it has been closed a 
lot of the time in recent years, but this 
should finally give it some protection. 


“It was our idea to get it started in the first 
place but we have a large area customer 
base stretching 12 to 14 miles, and there 
are 55 people involved now - and it is 
growing all the time.” 

# Broadwindsor Stores was also put up for 
sale as an asset of community value by 
West Dorset District Council last week, 
and community groups will have up until 
mid-March to register their intention to bid 
for either property. The deadline for notifi¬ 
cation for The Bottle Inn is March 17th, 
and for Broadwindsor Stores March 18th. 


Apartment roofs ripped off in storms at West Bay

West Bay residents who chose to leave their homes 
were moved to The Crown Inn pub in Bridport late on 
Friday evening; Colfox School and The George Hotel 
in West Bay were also made available as refuge cen¬ 
tres in the early hours of Saturday morning. 

Simon Warry, the landlord at The Crown Inn, said: 
“Everyone was a bit surprised by it. They knew a 
storm was on the way but they did not expect to get 
evacuated. 

“Obviously at the height of the storm it was particu¬ 
larly risky to be near the seafront. In the light of day, 
it is hard to believe it all really happened.” 

Thirty foot high waves struck the coastline, exceed¬ 
ing the most severe flood warning levels and causing 
a danger to life. 

Access to West Bay was cut off by emergency serv¬ 
ices overnight on Friday, as water spilled over the side 
of the harbour and onto footpaths and roads. 

Seventy-five mph winds caused disruption further 
inland, with fallen trees and structural damage block¬ 
ing the roads, and overturned lorries on the A35 also 
unable to cope with the conditions. 

Roofs were ripped off five apartments in Heron 
Court and flung across a yard, with one resident’s car 
left buried by debris. 

A neighbour, who was evacuated to the George 
Hotel, said: “We were put on alert but of course we 
knew and could see the problems. 

“There had been other gusts previously but suddenly 
there was a big noise and I looked outside to see the 
roof flying over the road.” 

Whilst there appears to be some water damage to the 
properties in Heron Court, no one was injured and it 
would appear that once temporary roofing has been 
replaced, residents should not need to leave. 

The Lyme Bay Lookout at Burton Bradstock, which

withstood a Force 10 storm on Christmas Eve, was 
also devastated by the weekend’s weather. 

Singer-songwriter and activist Billy Bragg, who lives 
in the area, was the first to notice the damage after the 
roof of the lookout had been blown away by high 
winds. 

The following day a team of watchkeepers examined 
the damage and made the structure safe. They found 
the roof embedded in Mr Bragg’s hedge while three 
of the wooden walls had been blown down. 

Valuable electronic and optical equipment suffered 
water damage during the storm, and much of the fur¬ 
niture from the building was found beyond repair. 

The worst of the weather came between 10pm on 
Friday and 2am on Saturday, but huge waves contin¬ 
ued to crash into the coastline during Saturday morn¬ 
ing. 

Walkways around West Bay harbour were obstructed 
by debris as the effects of the storms carried over into 
the weekend. 

Dorset County Council advised people to stay away 
from the coast due to the “extreme conditions” and is- 
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sued further warnings after a landslip at West Bay 
caused rocks and debris to fall onto the seafront on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Simon Parker, Dorset County Council’s Emergency 
Planning Officer, said: “I would urge anyone visiting 
the coastline around Dorset to obey warning signs, 
stay on public footpaths and keep out of restricted 
areas or paths which are closed. 

“The coast is actively eroding and that means land¬ 
slides and rock falls do happen, and although these 
are difficult to predict with certainty, factors like 
heavy rainfall can increase the risk of this happening.” 

Properties across Bridport and Beaminster were 


without power over the weekend, and though flood 
warnings are no longer in place, the authorities have 
warned that roads could still be at risk over the com¬ 
ing weeks as groundwater continues to rise. 

Sir Graham Watson, the Liberal Democrat MEP for 
the South West will visit Bridport on Saturday to see 
parts of the area recovering from storm damage.

Citizens Advice Bureau 
joins Tit to Work' drive 


BRIDPORT and District Citizens 
Advice Bureau has joined a national 
campaign to help sick and disabled 
people receive vital support and fair 
treatment. 

The Citizens Advice Bureau has 
launched a campaign following 
Government reforms to Employ¬ 
ment Support Allowance, which it 
fears could leave sick and disabled 
people stranded. 

The Work Capability Assessment, 
which determines people’s eligibil¬ 
ity for the allowance, has come 
under fire from critics. 

Since October, those who are at 
first refused support have had to 
wait a further two weeks for re¬ 
assessment, during which time they 
could be left without income. 

But the new ‘Fit to Work’ cam¬ 
paign calls on mini sters to ensure 
applicants are not left without finan¬ 
cial support during this period. 

Martin Paley, manager of Bridport 
CAB, said: “Far too many of our 
clients are having stress piled onto 
unfairness as a result of this system. 

“I am worried that the early signs 
since changes were made have only 
made a bad situation worse. 

“Since the new reassessment hur¬ 
dle was introduced, we have helped 
people in Bridport and the surround¬ 
ing area deal with many mandatory 
reconsideration issues. 

“There is a real danger that people 


who are a fully entitled to support 
are denied it for at least an extra two 
weeks as a result of these changes. 

“I am pleased to be a part of this 
new campaign to get the problems 
sorted out for our clients. 

“This needs to be a joint effort be¬ 
tween ministers, officials, charities 
and health professionals to make 
sure sick and disabled people get 
quick and fair treatment out of this 
system which right now is simply 
not working.” 

Advisers and volunteers have 
helped 87 clients in Bridport since 
the changes were made to the al¬ 
lowance. 


In the past year, Citizens Advice 
nationally has helped with nearly 
half a million problems about 
ESA. 

Gillian Guy, Chief Executive of 
Citizens Advice, said: “The extra red 
tape hurdle recently put in place by 
ministers before people can get 
much-needed support will mean 
thousands are wrongly forced to go 
it alone with no source of income. 

“The best way to get the number 
and cost of appeals down is to make 
sure decisions are right first time 
rather than forcing people to jump 
through unnecessary and stressful 
extra hoops.” 


Council seeks your views 


WEST Dorset District Councillors will 
seek the views of the public over its 
three-year programme to review 
council services. 

In the coming months, local peo¬ 
ple, businesses and other groups will 
be consulted on the future role of 
the district council under the 
strapline '2020 Vision - your future 
council'. 

A programme to review services 
has been agreed in conjunction with 
Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, with the first reviews to take 
place in April. 

West Dorset District Council Leader 
Robert Gould said: "Our two author¬ 
ities are taking a proactive approach 


and tackling this in a managed way. 

"The service reviews will help en¬ 
sure the councils are able to provide 
appropriate and affordable services 
which best meet the future needs of 
local residents and businesses." 

The two councils have already 
saved around £3million a year 
through a shared services partner¬ 
ship, with one workforce delivering 
services for both authorities. 

But both will need to find consid¬ 
erable further savings, with WDDC's 
government grant to be reduced by 
more than 50 per cent by 2016.

Kerbside collection means 
reduction in recycling banks 


THE Dorset Waste Partnership's kerb- 
side recycling scheme, which will 
come into effect in Bridport next year, 
is proving a success elsewhere in the 
county and district councils have an¬ 
nounced a reduction in the number of 
traditional recycling banks. 

The DWP's 'Recycle for Dorset'initia¬ 
tive aims to increase recycling rates 
and reduce costs by encouraging 
more people to recycle at home. 

Councillors on the DWP Joint Com¬ 
mittee have agreed to remove most 
recycling banks in Christchurch, East 
and North Dorset from June. 

The service will be rolled out to West 
Dorset later this year and will be in op¬ 
eration in Bridport by summer 2015. 

Hilary Cox, chairman of the DWP 


Joint Committee, said: "Residents can 
now recycle much more at home 
using the 'Recycle for Dorset' service, 
so really do not need the bring banks, 
which are costly to maintain. 

"Although provided for household¬ 
ers only, the banks are often used by 
businesses, which are responsible for 
disposing of their own waste. 

"We can help businesses with this 
change by offering free advice as well 
as a value-for-money commercial 
waste and recycling service." 

In the areas where the scheme is cur¬ 
rently in operation, recycling rates 
have risen to more than 62 per cent, 
and by 2015 the DWP aims to reach 65 
per cent while driving down costs by 
£2million a year.

Sewer flooding scheme to protect village homes 


RESIDENTS in Broadwindsor are to benefit from a 
£4.4million scheme to protect homes from sewer 
flooding. 

South West Water has announced plans to invest 
around £160million in improving its water and sew¬ 
erage infrastructure in 2014-15, and Broadwindsor 
has been earmarked among the communities that will 
benefit. 

South West Water Chief Executive Chris Loughlin 
said: “We will be investing in protecting customers 
from sewer flooding across the region and in partic¬ 
ular we are pleased to be trialing our ‘Downstream 
Thinking’ approach to managing storm water, pre¬ 
venting it from overloading our sewers and flooding 
homes and gardens.” 


A freeze on standard tariffs and standing charges 
has also been announced, and customers will further 
benefit from the £50 Government contribution to re¬ 
duce bills. 

Mr Loughlin added: “At a time when household 
budgets are under pressure, we are pleased to have 
been able to confirm a price freeze for customers and 
businesses until April 2015, as well as our proposals 
to keep average bill rises below inflation to 2020. 

“But a price freeze does not mean an investment 
holiday for us. We are investing £430,000 a day in 
our infrastructure to improve tap water quality, help 
the environment and protect people from sewer flood¬ 
ing - especially as we are experiencing wetter win¬ 
ters.”

Work suspended as council 
counts cost of road damage 


WORK has been sus¬ 
pended on a string of 
highways construction 
schemes to enable crews 
to deal with damaged 
roads as a result of last 
week’s storms - and 
council bosses are esti¬ 
mating the bill for road 
repairs to be around 
£7million, writes JACK 
DIXON. 

Earlier this week, 
Dorset County Council 
redeployed workers to 
help tackle road repairs, 


blocked ditches and 
drainage problems 
caused by the heavy rain 
and strong winds. 

Commencement of 
work on the Bradpole 
Cycleway in Bridport is 
one of eight construction 
projects that have been 
put on hold while emer¬ 
gency work is carried out 
on the roads. 

The county’s road net¬ 
work has suffered exten¬ 
sive damage since 
Christmas Eve and 


Dorset County Council 
has already spent 
£700,000 on repairs. 

But council experts are 
now warning that the full 
cost of the damage is 
likely to be in the mil¬ 
lions of pounds - and 
there could be more bad 
weather to come. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset 
County Council’s Head 
of Highways Operations, 
said: “The current 

weather has made it very 
difficult to carry out

some of our construction 
projects cost-effectively 
and, more importantly, 
safely. So we have de¬ 
cided to temporarily 
close down a number of 
schemes and divert re¬ 
sources to help the emer¬ 
gency response effort. 

“More people will be 
available to tackle pot¬ 
hole repairs, clear out 
ditches and gullies, move 
fallen trees and ensure 
drainage systems are 
working properly. Even if 
the rain stops soon, we 
will still have a sizeable 
backlog of issues to sort 
out, so it makes sense to 
suspend or delay these 
construction schemes for 
a couple of weeks. 

“We will assess 
progress next week, but 
our top priority is to keep 
roads clear and safe to 
use.” 

Councillor Hilary Cox, 
Cabinet Member for En¬ 
vironment, said the coun¬ 
cil would be lobbying the 
Government for emer¬ 
gency funds to help in 
footing the repair bill, but 
the immediate concern 
was seeing out the crisis. 

She said: “Our high¬ 
ways teams are putting 
all their efforts into en¬ 
suring that our residents 
suffer as little as possible 
from storm-damaged 
roads, and making it safe 
for people to travel. 

“We will worry about 
fully restoring them after 
the crisis has passed, 
when we will be applying 
to the Government for 


any support available. 

“I would like to thank 
our tireless highways 


teams, who are continu¬ 
ing to work very hard in 
truly awful conditions.”

Free PSA blood tests 

THE South Dorset Prostate Cancer Support Group are 
inviting men over the age of 45 to a free PSA testing day 
in Bridport to promote awareness about the disease. 

Around 42,000 men are diagnosed with prostate can¬ 
cer each year and almost 11,000 die from the disease 
annually. 

A simple blood test (PSA test) can determine whether 
someone is at risk and, if caught in the early stages, cure 
rates are over 80 per cent. 

The testing will be conducted by trained personnel, 
using state-of-the-art equipment with results produced 
within 15 minutes.

Coastal path initiative 
hopes to raise £ 25 k 

A SCHEME to improve the South West Coast Path 
has been launched with the hope of raising £250,000. 

The Great South West Walks 2014 has been un¬ 
veiled by the South West Coast Path Association 
(SWCPA), an initiative which consists of 100 guided 
circular walks taking place this year between Saturday, 
September 20th and Sunday, September 28th. 

The plan is to raise funds for 50 improvement proj¬ 
ects, which SWCPA hope will be completed by the 
summer of 2015. 

It follows the success of the Great South West Walk 
2013, where the entire length of the coast path was 
covered in a series of relay walks across five weeks. 

Ken Carter, project chairman of the Great South 
West Walks 2014, said: “When we held our Great 
South West Walk last year to celebrate the 40th an¬ 
niversary of the Coast Path, we never imagined we 
would receive so much support. 

“Our £250,000 target was greatly exceeded and over 
£600,000 was raised from sponsorship and the release 
of match-funding provided by the South West Coast 
Path Team’s grant from the Rural Development Pro¬ 
gramme for England. This resulted in 130 improve¬ 
ment projects along the South West Coast Path.” 

The 100 walks will cut across the length of the coast 
path in Dorset, Devon and Cornwall, as well as the 
Exmoor coast through Somerset. 

There will be guided sponsored walks of various 
lengths to suit all types of walkers, and many will be 
themed.

Tackling mental health 

DORSET County Council members and officers have 
joined the fight to wipe out stigma and discrimination 
surrounding mental illness. 

Councillor John Wilson, chairman of the district 
council. Councillor Michael Bevan, member champion 
for mental health, and Catherine Driscoll, director for 
adult and community services, pledged their support 
for the national Time to Change campaign at recent 
ceremony in Dorchester. 

The campaign is led by mental health charities Mind 
and Rethink Mental Illness. 

The Dorset County Council is one of the first local 
authorities in the country to have signed the pledge, 
and was also the first council to appoint a member 
champion for mental health. 

The ceremony took place at the Dorford Centre and 
was attended by a host of representatives from local 
and national organisations. 

Andy Bell, deputy chief executive of the Centre for 
Mental Health, addressed the audience and explained 
how mental illness can affect every aspect of people's 
lives. He said that at any one time, one worker in six 
will be experiencing depression, anxiety or a problem 
relating to stress, and the cost to the economy is £26 
billion each year. 

He praised the effort of Dorset County Council, and 
said the commitment shown would help encourage 
other local authorities to take up the challenge and 
reduce the stigma of mental illness. 

Councillor Bevan said: "Most of us have trouble cop¬ 
ing at times, and mental health problems are com¬ 
mon enough that most of us will know somebody 
who has been affected in some way. We need to raise 
awareness and tackle any misconceptions or myths 
that exist. 

"We want to encourage people in Dorset to speak 
out and talk about mental health problems so they 
can get the support and services they need without 
fear of judgment. 

"The council will continue to invest in a supportive 
environment that promotes mental wellbeing for 
both our staff and the public we serve."

'Radical changes'set to 
follow Council Tax hike 


DORSET county councillors have agreed to a Council 
Tax increase of almost two per cent, and Leader of the 
Council, Spencer Flower, has warned there will be ‘rad¬ 
ical and far-reaching changes’ to come. 

At a full council meeting held last Thursday, 34 out 
of 40 councillors voted in favour of a 1.99 per cent rise 
for 2014/15 - the first increase in council tax for four 
years. 

The increase will bring the council’s charge for a band 
D property to £1,191.51 - an extra £23.22 a year. This 
will be added to precept charges from other councils, 
Dorset Police and Dorset Fire Authority to give the total 
council tax amount. 

In his budget speech, Councillor Flower said: “The in¬ 
crease on the county council precept is £23.22 per year 
for a band D council tax payer, or around 45 pence per 
week, which is in line with the current low level of in¬ 
flation. I believe this is a small price to pay to avoid a 
further £1.8million cut to the base budget. 

“It is imperative that we continue to look for effi¬ 
ciency savings in everything we do, and look to make 
radical and far-reaching changes in service delivery in 
order to maintain or improve the quality of life for our 
residents, within an ever reducing budget. 

“Later this year we want local people to have their say 
on the priorities they think the council should concen¬ 
trate on. 

“It is important the council has a good understanding 
of the services residents value and that are making a real 
difference to people's lives.” 

Councillor Flower said that £60million had been 
saved over the last three years, but another £43million 
of savings would have to be found by 2017. 

The Forward Together change programme has identi¬ 
fied £28million of potential savings in adult social care, 
transport, highways and children’s services. 

Despite funding constraints, Councillor Flower said it 
was important to invest in the future, with new IT sys- 
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terns for adult social care, library and children’s serv¬ 
ices, a joint project with East Dorset Distrit Council to 
provide a new civic centre, and the continued rollout of 
superfast broadband all set to receive funding boosts. 

He said: “Our investment programme confirms our 
commitment to the communities of Dorset that we mean 
to ensure, as best we can, that care is taken to look after 
present and future generations. 

“It is also important that we work closely with all our 
public service partners in Dorset to make public funds 
go further, collaborating wherever possible and making 
the best use of the resources available.” 

The Council Tax had been frozen for the last three 
years in exchange for a Government grant, but this lat¬ 
est rise follows an increase of 1.96 per cent in the police 
precept that West Dorset District Councillor Chris 
Loder has called “grossly unfair”.

This summer, another group of 
young people from the area will 
be visiting Japan for three weeks 
staying with the partners they 
hosted themselves last year.

'Operation Maple'to return for World Cup 

A SUCCESSFUL police operation to tackle domestic abuse over Christmas and 
will be repeated during this summer's football World Cup and again over the 
festive period. A total of 105 high-risk victims of domestic violence were iden¬ 
tified in Dorset as requiring home visits under Operation Maple, which ran 
throughout December 2013. 

During the Christmas and New Year period Dorset Police reported a decrease 
in domestic abuse incidents of five per cent compared to the same time the 
previous year. A total of 73 victims were visited and spoken to, while a further 
29 people were visited and were either not seen or did not reply. Three were 
not visited, and no arrests were made. 

Inspector Steve Thorpe, of Dorset Police, said: "The majority of people we 
spoke to in person were supportive of what we were trying to achieve and were 
grateful for our visit. We also collected a good deal of information and received 
reports of further crimes. 

"Dorset Police has seen a rise in the number of reported cases of domestic 
abuse in recent years and I believe this is largely due to victims willing to report 
it to the police and take action against the perpetrator. 

"We have taken a number of steps to help support victims in reporting these 
crimes and we work in close partnership with other support agencies. We have 
a dedicated team of specially trained and experienced officers and police staff 
to respond to and investigate domestic abuse and to provide the best possible 
support and protection to victims and their families. I would urge anyone suffer¬ 
ing domestic abuse to come forward and report it so that action can be taken 
to keep them safe. 

"It is our intention that Operation Maple visits will be carried out during the 
FIFA World Cup in June and July and again over the Christmas and New Year 
period."

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Confusion over Electric Palace closure threat 


A LICENSING issue at one of Bridport’s 
premier arts and entertainment venues, which 
some staff had feared could lead to its clo¬ 
sure, may not pose as big a threat as first 
thought. 

The Electric Palace has applied to West 
Dorset District Council for a variation on its 
existing licence, to enable it to put on smaller 
functions in the venue’s foyer area up until 
11pm. 

There was some concern that, should the 
application be rejected, loss of income from 
the foyer bar would force the venue to close. 

But a representative from South Street Res¬ 
idents Association pointed out that the foyer 
bar is already licensed for alcohol consump¬ 
tion, and now the Palace has confirmed there 
will be no threat to income from the bar re¬ 
gardless of the outcome of the licence appli¬ 
cation. 

A spokesperson said: “There seems to be 
some confusion in people’s minds. The foyer 
cannot currently be used for any licensable 
activities - screening films and playing 
recorded music, for instance. 

“We want to use that area for all kinds of 
activities, many of which are of benefit to the 
community. 

“The variation on the licence would enable 
us to put on smaller events in the foyer - oth¬ 
erwise we can only put on grand-scale events 
in the main auditorium.” 

The 500 capacity centre was reopened as a 
multi-purpose live venue in 2008, and has 
welcomed artists including PJ Harvey and 
The Proclaimers in recent years, as well as 
high-profile comedians such as Lee Mack 
and Lenny Henry. 

The Palace spokesperson added: “We want 
to be clear that we are not intending to turn 
the foyer into a nightclub and our main con¬ 
cern is that people are not worried there will 
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be a noise issue. 

“There is no threat of closure, but the deci¬ 
sion will have an impact on what sort of 


things we can put on. 

“I cannot think of a reason why the licence 
should not be granted - it is nothing to do 
with noise or nightclubs.” 

Venue owner Peter Hitchin said: “We have 
no intention of having a nightclub in the 


foyer. 

“We do plan to have music in the foyer oc¬ 
casionally but it will always stop at 11pm as 
we have stated in the licence extension. 

“Some things that we put on are too small 
to put in the auditorium - poetry events or 


speakers sometimes attract less than 50 peo¬ 
ple and are ideal for the foyer bar - it is for 
these that we need to extend the licence.”

DORSET Fire and Rescue 
Service are asking people to 
make sure that their smoke 
alarms are up to date, in the 
right place and that they test 
them every month. 

The service says a smoke 
alarm can give someone the 
few extra seconds they need to 
escape in a fire. While the ma¬ 
jority of homes across the 
country now have an alarm fit¬ 
ted, most people are not aware 
that the average alarm has a 


lifespan of just ten years and 
then needs replacing. 

The service says people 
should: 

• Test the smoke alarm by 
pushing the button on the first 
of every month; 

• Check to see if the smoke 
alarm is still up to date; 

# Make sure there is at least 
one smoke alarm on every 
level of your home; 

# Fit smoke alarms on land¬ 
ings and hallways and in

Overall organisers of the Best Village 
Competition, is another Dorchester-based 
organisation, Dorset Community Action 
which has run the annual competition for 


the past 27 years.

Last year, 55 villages took part in the 
competition. 

Magna Housing, another Dorchester- 
based organisation, has been the major 
sponsor for the competition since 2010 
and has renewed its support this year. 

In addition to the Best Village competi¬ 
tion, “The People’s Project” category - 
the village judged to have entered the best 
project involving local active people- con¬ 


tinues and “Environmental Champions” 
- the village judged to be doing the most

WORK on a string of highways con¬ 
struction schemes is being suspended to 
free up resources for Dorset’s weather- 
ravaged roads. 

County council crews are being rede¬ 
ployed to help tackle road repairs, 
blocked ditches and drainage problems 
caused by the current torrential down¬ 
pours and strong winds. 

The county’s road network has suf¬ 
fered extensive damage since Christ¬ 
mas, which is likely to cost milli ons of 
pounds to put right, and there could be 
more bad weather before the end of the 
winter. 

While the council is lobbying for extra 
Government money to help with the re¬ 
pair bill, its immediate priority is to 
keep roads open and safe to use. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s head of highways operations, said: 
“The current weather has made it very 
difficult to carry out some of our con¬ 
struction projects cost effectively and, 
more importantly, safely. So we have 
decided to temporarily close down a 
number of schemes and divert resources 
to help the emergency response effort. 

“More people will be available to 
tackle pothole repairs, clear out ditches 
and gullies, move fallen trees and ensure 
drainage systems are working properly. 
Even if the rain stops soon, we will have 
still have a sizeable backlog of issues to 
sort out, so it makes sense to suspend or 
delay these construction schemes for a 


couple of weeks. We will assess 
progress next week, but our top priority 
is to keep roads clear and safe to use.” 

Unprecedented demand means the 
council has spent more than £700,000 
on tackling weather-related highways 
problems since Christmas Eve. The 
long-term cost of repairs to the network 
is likely to be around £7 million, and the 
council will be pressing for its share of 
any emergency funds made available by 
the Government. 

Information signs will be displayed at 
construction sites where work is sus¬ 
pended or delayed. Members of the pub¬ 
lic with any questions can contact 01305 
221020 for further information. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, the council’s 
Cabinet member for environment, said: 
“Our highways teams are putting all 
their efforts into ensuring that our resi¬ 
dents suffer as little as possible from 
storm-damaged roads, and making it 
safe for people to travel. We will worry 
about fully restoring them after the crisis 
has passed, when we will be applying to 
the Government for any support avail¬ 
able. 

“I would like to thank our tireless 
highways teams, who are continuing to 
work very hard in truly awful condi¬ 
tions.”

Crispy Falafel 
with sweet chilli sauce 


Talking about street foods, health, simplicity and doing only one 
thing well, here's our falafel recipe. Served crispy with a boundless 
choice of salads, pitta bread (surely even available at the local garage 
now!), and tangy sweet chilli sauce it's a sure fire deliciousness. 

The best falafel is made from chick peas soaked overnight and boiled 
for only 5 minutes so still a little al dente. This takes a little effort, so 
tinned are a close second, best to rinse really well though, and then 
dry thoroughly for best results. 




CRISPY FALAFEL 

Serves four comfortably 

Ingredients; 

400gm Cooked chick peas • 2 Cloves garlic, peeled and finely chopped 
Haifa large onion, finely diced • Fine zest and juice of one small lemon 
1 Heaped teaspoon each of ground cumin, coriander and fennel. 

Quarter teaspoon sea salt and ground black pepper 
3 Dessert spoons panko breadcrumbs (ordinary breadcrumbs will do) 

1 Dessertspoon plain flour 

Method 

Simply blend all the above ingredients together in a food processor. It is good to leave a bit of texture 
in the chick peas, IE so not a perfect smooth paste. 

It is best to leave the mix in the fridge to "settle"for an hour, this helps it to bind and cook evenly. 
Form into firm little patties approx 2cm in Diamete,r pan fry in olive oil on a medium heat for two min¬ 
utes on each side or until golden and crisp. 

SWEET CHILLI SAUCE 

This make plenty, the sauce will keep for a good few weeks in the fridge 

Ingredients; 

1 Small onion, peeled and diced 

400gm chopped fresh tomatoes/ 1 tin chopped tomatoes 

1 Dessert spoon tomato puree 

2 Medium red chillies, seeded and chopped 

3 Cloves garlic, peeled and fine chopped 

1 cm Fresh ginger, peeled and fine chopped 
50 ml Pineapple juice • 30 ml Cider vinegar 
50gm Caster sugar • 2 Star anisee 
Quarter teaspoon sea salt • Juice of one lime 

Method 

Place all the ingredients apart from the lime juice in a medium sized saucepan, bring to the boil and 
simmer gently for 1 hour and fifteen minutes, or until the sauce has reduced by a quarter and 
thickened. Remove the star anisee, and add the lime juice and blend to a smooth sauce, cool and 
reserve for use. 


Food trends of 2014 



with Tierra Kitchen's award-winning chef Mark Evans 


IT is interesting as a relative newcomer to the area to 
witness the rapid changes taking place in our food scene. 
That's not to say thousands of us are giving up a Sunday 
roast and opting instead fora raw food Sunday with fifteen 
uncooked vegetables with cashew nut cheese! However, 
tastes and demands are constantly on the move. It seems 
there are three huge new growth areas; New style, highly 
flavoured "street foods"". Pastry and higher quality coffee 
and retro sweet things. Healthy foods, this being raw, 
gluten free, sugar free rather than 70s and 80s whole- ' j 
food veggie. In addition local sourcing and foods of ^ 
high provenance and sustainability are areas of con- # 
tinual growth. Jf 

Street food is an exciting area which presents i 
good quality. Specialist stores are no longer only at 
Burrough or Brixton markets, we now find quality 
curries in Axminster market, locally produced hal 
loumi in Bridport's farmers market, or specialist 
roast pork rolls in Lyme Regis. The great 
thing for us consumers is that these pro¬ 
ducers do only one dish, but conse¬ 
quently nail the quality. I believe we 
will see many more street foods 
around Lyme Bay in 2014, particu¬ 
larly multi ethnic fusion foods with 
high flavours. Bristol is experienc¬ 
ing "falafel wars" at present, with 
almost a gold rush mentality to 
grab shop and market space. 

The Great British Bake Off seems 
to be fuelling a mini revolution in 


quality cakes and pastries. Retro 1930s style cakes and 
twists on old classics are all the rage. Old world style sweet 
shops are making a comeback with jars of peardrops and 
bonbons reappearing, and all the time an insatiable ap¬ 
petite for better quality coffee. In Lyme Regis the new wave 
coffee house Amid Giants and Idols takes coffee to another 
level. The Town Mill Bakery provides great coffee and pas¬ 
try, an example of doing one thing incredibly well. 

My food developer buddy tells me that raw food 
has been t * ie big growth area for the last few 
years and continues to be so. Restaurant's like 
"Saf"in London, and the ever popular Ottelengi 
^ | are testament to this. Raw food dishes are pop- 

ping up on restaurant menus, together with a big 
w growth in demand for gluten free options. Dorset 

already has the "Rawfood retreat" near Sher- 
bourne. Pretty much all cafes and restaurant's offer 
gluten free bread and menu options. It's proba¬ 
bly only a matter of time before we see a 
specialist gluten free food outlet in the 
area. 

Driving these three areas is the ever 
present desire for locally sourced 
produce, and wow this area thrives 
on it. From the fruits of the coast¬ 
line to some of the best dairy in the 
UK, beyond the River Cottage to 
some excellent new wineries. If 
one had to choose an area to start 
a food business this area would 
be right up there.

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Prepare your garden for Spring 


A WINTER garden may look a little tired, a little drab, 
certainly not the showpiece it blossoms into in spring and 
summer. In particular, your vegetable patch is likely to be 
a shadow of its former summer self - perhaps you still 
have some spinach, silver beet, broccoli or some other 
members of the brassica family producing winter greens 
for your table, but the abundance of the warmer months 
is just a fond memory in july and August. 

This quiet period in your garden’s yearly cycle, though, 
does not mean you can rest on your laurels an absolve 
yourself of all garden duties. On the contrary, as we 
approach spring there is plenty to do to get your garden 
in tip top shape for the approaching growing season. 

The Green House 

If you have a green house in your garden, winter is a 
great time to give it a thorough cleaning in readiness for 
spring. 

Check the structure itself - are there any cracked or 
broken panes that need replacing? Is the putty sound and 
does it provide a good seal? Do all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of glasshouse success is a thorough 
sterilisation prior to the growing season. Sterilising all 
areas of the glasshouse will eliminate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your plants in the coming, warmer 


months. 

Open beds in your glasshouse should have their soil 
changed or replenished during winter and any pots in the 
glasshouse should receive the same attention. 

Watering Systems 

If you have an in ground or above ground watering 
system, winter is an ideal time to check that it is in good 
working order and perform any necessary maintenance. 
Check that there are no leaks in the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the batteries in these devices are fresh. 

Compost and Preparing Your Soil 

With spring a month or two off it’s a good idea to start 
preparing the soil in your open planting beds. Dig in 
generous amounts of compost and leave the beds 
exposed to the winter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow pats and manure will improve 
it by adding humus to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all those autumn leaves that litter 
your garden by digging them into your compost heap at 
the end of autumn. With the accelerated decomposition 
that occurs in a compost heap the leaves will decay twice 
as fast and be ready for use as compost at the beginning 
of spring. 

Winter is also the time to add fertiliser and lime to your

soil (depending, of course, on the plants you plan to 
grow). 

Planting 

The end of winter is the time for planning your new 
vegetable garden.

4. Water deeply, but infrequently. 

Overwatering promotes thatch, encourages 
shallow root growth, and wastes water. About 1" 
per watering is a good rule of thumb (put out a tuna 
can and sprinkle until it's full). Frequency: when 
footprints on the grass remain compressed its time 
to water again. Daily watering is rarely necessary. 

5. Mulch, don't bag. 

Not only does this save effort on your part, it 
returns valuable nitrogen and other nutrients to 
your lawn. 

6. Go easy on the fertiliser! 

Not all homeowners fertilise, but those who do 
have a strong tendency to overdo it. Fertiliser 
stimulates fast growth, thatch and the need for 
more mowing, which you don't want (after all, the 
goal is to have a beautiful and healthy lawn, not to 
create an arduous lawn care regimen!). And too 
much fertiliser just runs off, washing into streams 
and lakes. 

7. Stay on top of the weeds. 

This doesn't necessarily mean using chemicals. 
Thick, healthy turf, once established, will tend to 
choke out weeds. If you only have the odd weed 
poking through, pull it by hand. And don't jump to 
full area treatments if you only have a few spot 
problems.

1. Aerate twice a year! 

Frequency may vary depending on soil, grass type, 
and climate. But in most areas, core aerating twice 
a year is one of the best things you can do for your 
lawn. 

2. Mow with sharp blades. 

Dull blades tear your grass, making it more vulnerable 
to disease. Obey the "one-third rule." 

3. Don't cut more than a third of the grass' 
height at a time. 

Mowing short makes for a tidy look, but the lower 
you mow, the more herbicides and water are 
needed. Mowing higher encourages roots to grow 
deeper.

Maintenance madness risking lives 


DRIVERS failing to look after and replace their tyres are put¬ 
ting their own lives, and those of others in grave danger. The 
stark warning has been issued byTyreSafe after it received 
shocking images from one independent tyre dealer who was 
left flabbergasted by the state of one of its customers'tyres. 

The tyre, which was removed from a high performance 
BMW 3-series, was so worn, none of its tread pattern re¬ 
mained, making it virtually useless in the wet. Furthermore, 
the wear was so great on one shoulder of the tyre that it had 
started to destroy the integrity of the tyre carcass, with po¬ 
tentially fatal high speed consequences. 

"This particular tyre was an accident waiting to happen,"ex¬ 
claimed Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. "Adequate tread 
depth is essential all year round, but particularly important 
just now when we are experiencing so much rain and difficult 
driving conditions. Checking your tyre tread depth is very sim¬ 
ple and only takes a few minutes. It really is something that 
all drivers should do at least once a month to stay safe and 
legal." 

Current UK law requires car drivers to have at least 1.6mm 
of tread on their tyres across the central three quarters of the 
tyre around its entire circumference. Those found to be in 
breach of this law can face fines of up to £2,500 and three 
penalty points per tyre. Indeed, in 2012 more than 170 drivers 
per week were successfully prosecuted in court for driving on 
defective tyres. 

However, more importantly, driving on illegal tyres can 
greatly reduce safety on the road, especially in wet conditions. 
The tyre's tread grooves help to evacuate waterfrom the road 
surface, enabling the tyre to grip the road properly so that the 
vehicle can brake, steer and accelerate safely. Without ade¬ 


quate tread depth, all of these are greatly compromised, risk¬ 
ing the safety of the driver, their passengers and other road 
users. 

To help drivers quickly assess if their car tyres are safe and 
legal, TyreSafe recommends taking the 20p test. Drivers sim¬ 
ply need to insert a 20p coin into the main grooves of a tyre. 
If the outer band of the 20p coin is visible when inserted into 
the groove, then the tread is probably too low and should be 
inspected immediately by a qualified tyre professional. 

"Sadly, the bad weather shows no sign of subsiding at the 
moment so it's particularly important that drivers ensure their 
tyres can cope in these terrible conditions," adds Jackson. "If 
you're in any doubt then pop into your local tyre specialist 
who I'm sure would be delighted to check things for you."
